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CASSEROLE COOKING. | 


The Little Fireproof Dishes a Joy to the 
Housekeeper. 

The carrerole convert is worse than 
the automobile enthusiast. After one 
has fully learned the joy which cook- 
ing in these little fireproof dishes 
brings there is no returning to the old 
and once esteemed saucepans and skil- 
lets. Casseroles bave the advantage 
of being cheap to buy and of saving 
time and work once they are in use. 
If the dish is large enough, one cat 
cook almost on entire meal at one time, 
vegetables going in with the ment 
and receiving thereby a delicious fla- 
vor quite apart from that of the usual 
method of cooking. The plain dishes 
without metal or fancy trimmings are 
by far the most satisfactory. They 
come in every size and shape, so that 
one can cook in them everything froin 
Q pot roast to an egg. The roast is put 
in the dish with just enough water to 
keep it from sticking when it begins 
to cook, the cover placed on and the 
whole set inside the oven. As the 
meat cooks the juice flows out and 
ehould be used to baste the roast from 
time to time, thereby keeping it tender 
and juicy also. Onions, carrots, pota- . 
toes, beans, parsnips and turnips can 
be put in to cook with the meat for 
half an hour before taking out of 
the oven. They can be cut in pieces or 
left whole, as preferred. 

One can use almost any leftover 
bits of meat, fowl! or fish with a cas- 
serole at hand. 

Some of these dishes come in a 
quaint, rich olive green, with covers to 
match. They usually have a slender 
handle on one side or two handles-- 
one on each side. Again they come in 
a red brown earthenware, which is 
fireproof, and again in a light yellow, 
also fireproof. In the forciga house- 
holds of this country they are of 
@ brownish red pottery, glazed on 
the Inside and rough and “scratchy” 
outside. They have a long, round han- 
dle and curved edges and can be 
bought with or without covers. These 
are very cheap. The casserole can be 
brought to the table straight from the 
oven and Is not unsightly. It there- 
fore saves the labor of so much wash- 
ing of extra dishes and cooking uten- 
sils. It is a rule only in foreign cook- 
books—French and Italian—that one 
finds recipes for casserole dishes,

ized tree pattern of the pillow shown 
here ure shaded, and the effect pro- 
duced is much like that of tapestry. 
An outline stitch in black Is used to 
bring out the pattern with excellent 
effect, 

The bright warm colors of the soft 
wools make this delightfully attrac- 
tive work for winter evenings,

The dark line around the throat ff 
taken in time may be conquered by 
washing in a weak solution of water 
and hydrochloric acid. The propor- 
tions are about one fluid ounce of the 
latter to twenty of water.
